The amendment filed 4/24/2006 has been entered. Claims 25, 27 and 28 are 
pending. Claims 1-24 and 26 were cancelled.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
Claims 24-26 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Barta et al., US Pat. No. 5,663,342. Claims 24 and 26 were cancelled. As a result of 
the amendment filed 4/24/2006, the rejection of claim 25 has been overcome and is 
withdrawn .
